40. 

Total property tax levy for 
Schools during 1949-50 was $292,- 
183,623, out of the $725,618,585 


.. total property tax levied in Cal- 


ifornia. 

For 1944-45, school taxes 
amounted to $119,110,420, out of 
the $338,911,813 property tax lev- 
ied for the local governments in 
the state. 

For 1939-40, the levy against 
property for schools amounted to 
$100,202,872, outof the total levy 
of $303,984,482, ; 

Schools also receive large sums 
from state collected taxes, the 
association said. State subsidy for 
School districts for 1949-50 totals 
$197,665,653, for 1944-45 it was 
$80,996,099, and for 1939-40 it 
was $76,794,981. 

“The only way school taxes will 
decline is by decrease in School 
spending,” the Taxpayers’ associ- 
ation declared. “School boards are 


directly responsible for school

TO CUT HOUSING CHARGES 


Veterans Administration and 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion have taken joint action to 
eliminate excessive fees and char- 
ges in connection with the con- 
struction of housing financed with 
the aid of government guarantees 
or insurance under the GI Bill 
and the National Housing Act, 
it was announced today. * 

Acting under authority recently 
granted in tho Housing Act of 
1950, FHA Commissioner Frank- 
lin D. Richards and VA Admini- 
Jr., have 
established limitations, on such 
charges, effective July 17, 1950. 


In setting the schedule of max- 
imum fees, both agencies worked 
closely with Administrator Ray- 
mond M. Foley, of the Housing 
and Home Finance Agency. 

The new regulations apply both 
to construction loans and the per- 
manent financing of new’ homes 
with credit aids provided by GI 
loans guaranteed by VA, or FHA- 
insured loans. A certificate will 
be required from the builder or 
the lender, and. in .some cases 
from both, that no .fees in ex- 
cess of the maximums ‘have been 
paid or imposed. 


The new regulations 


> will ap- 


[ply only to applications for VA's 


it 


reasonable value or for FHA com- 
mitments received in VA or FHA 
offices on or after July 17, 1950. 


The maximum interest rate on 
construction money advanced to 
builders under the schedule is set 
at 5 per cent. In addition, the 
lender making the construction 
loan will be permitted to charge 
up to 2% per cent of the amount 
of the funds advanced as a ser- 
vice charge to cover costs of su- 
pervision, making periodic ad- 
vances, clearance of liens, and 
other overhead. 





Where the lender financing the 
construction also finances’ the 
mortgage loan of the purchaser, 
no additional service charge in

EXCUSES 

Everyone makes excuses soon- |! 

er or later — it would be a rare 
individual, indeed, who never made 
an excuse of some sort. Because 
the. practice is practically uni- 
versal does not insure that it is 
right. “A million Frenchmen” can 
|be wrong, as well as any number | 
of any other people, for the num- 
ber of people engaged in a mat- 
ter does not necessarily make it 
| right. 









Most excuses are simply eflorts 
jat self-justification, or a form of 
| rationalization by which one at- 
| tempts to justify himself for not 
| doing something which he ac- 
| knowledges he should have done. 
|; This means that if one always 
| did what he should do, and knows 
jhe should do, there would be no 
; occasion for the making of ex- 
cuses. 

If one were always prompt in 
Keeping his appointments, and 
Le late, then there would be 
no reason for an effort to excuse 
tardiness, since there would be 
jnone. If one always made it a 
cardinal point to be present right 
'on time for every service, then 
there would be no excuse for be- 


ing late. 
Of course some try to justify 
themselves for not attending 


church services or trying to live 
the Christian life. The murderer, 
the adulterer, the thief, and ev- 
ery other criminal will at times 
attempt to justify himself—there 
is the excuse for being what one 
is, and which he knows he ought 
;not to be. 

Men offer excuses for doing 
things they ought not, and they | 
offer excuses for not doing that | 
; Which they ought. 

Let it be observed here that | 
there is a difference in real rea- 
sons and in excuses. There cer- | 
tainly are reasons: why one can- 
;not be present right on time one | 
|hundred per cent. of the time. | 
| Sometimes _ something happens | 
|over which he has no control — 
|there could be a wreck, a storm 
|could wash out a bridge, and thus 
;one might have a legitimate rea- 
son — but excuses come in ano-| 
ther category. If one is careful, 
|he fill also make allowances for 
delays, in order that he may be 
able to meet emergencies and still 
meet his. appointments.
